HE fifth of November is a Day 
for ever facred to Liberty in the 
Britifo Annals, as it is the Anniver- 
of our double Deliverance from 
Popery and’ Slavery, by the Difco- 
very of the horrid Gunpowder P/.t, 
in the Reign of King James the 
9 and by the aufpicious Birth 
Landing of the late glorious 
King William. On both thefe Accounts, it is folemnly 
commemorated by Authority ; and I have already more 
than once paid my particular Tribute of Gratitude to 
the Memory of our great Delivercr, on this happy Oc- 
cafion; which I never fuffer to pafs by without 
fome Obfervations fuitable to it, unlefs I am prevent- 
ed by other Subjects, or Occurrences, which demand 
our immediate Attention. 

At prefent, I defign to put the Reader in Mind of 
our Obligations to the Memory of that glorious Prince, 
by a fummary Reprefentation of the State of our Af- 
fairs, at that Time, and the Bieffings, which He aétu- 
ally procured for us.—Such a Retrofpe& as This is not 
only agrecable to the Intention of the Legiflatures in 
fetting a Day apart for folemn Feftival on this Ac- 
count, but is likewife become highly feafonable at this 
Time, when many Perfons, who pretend to the greateft 
Zeal for the Revolution and the prefent Eftablifhment, 
feem to have forgot the very Defign of rtaking the 
former and the Principles, upon which the /atter is 
founded. 

Ic is neceflary to prem#fe that ever fince the Death of 
Queen Elizabeth, there had been a continua] Struggle 
between the Prince and the People, concerning Liberty 
and Prerogative, pa ga A = —— eee 
Conduét of Ki ames the firft. is tion, whic 
divided the oe two powerful Parties, broke out 
at laft into a terrible civil War between his Son King 
Charles the ff. and the Parliament of England, which 
concluded in the tragical Death of that umbeppy Prince. 
The next twelve Years com a motley Scene of Ty- 
ranny, Anarchy and Confufion. Tho, who profefs'd 
Themlelves the Champions of Liderty and affected to 
‘affert the Caufe of the People, turned the Arms of the 
People againft their Mafters, and loaded Them with grie- 
vous Oppreffions, under vatious Kinds of rude and indi- 
gefled Government ; if I may be allowed to call it Govern- 
ment at all. This perfidious, unnatural Tyranny of Crom- 
we! (more galling to a brave People than the Opprel- 
fions, from which He pretended to deliver ‘Them) pa- 
wed_the Way, after his Death, to the Reftoration of the 
Royal Family and our antient Form of Government; which 
was brought about, without Bloodfhed, by the general 
Concurrence and Approbation of the People. They were 

own weary of Diforder and Confufion, and promifed 

hemfelves a fettled State of Happinels, after a long Scene 
of Violence, Mifery and Defolation. They had Reafon 
to hope that King Charles the fecond, whom They had 
generoufly fecalled to his Dominions from a long and 
grievous Exile, would have learned Experience from his 
Father's Misfortunes, as well ag his cxm, end have cau- 
tioufly avoided the Rock, upon which He and fo many 
of his Predeceffors had fplit. But fuch is the ftrange 

Infatuation of Power and Profperity, that the flrongeft 

Confiderations @nd moft recent Examples are often found 

too weak to withiland it. King Charles was no fooner 

feated in his Throne than He difcovered a manifeft In- 
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clination to govern independently of Par/iament; and if 


jt had not been for ome or two boneff Men about Him, 
{who happened to be Puatrists, as well as Favourites) He 
would certainly have carried his Point, in the firft Ec- 
ftafies of national Joy, by obtaining a Revenue for Life i 
but the Earls of Clarcnudon and Southampton, by their fe- 
cret Oppoiition, defeated that pernicious Project ; which 
occafioned the Fall of the /armer, fome Years afterwards, 
and forced Him to end his Days in Banifhment, from 
which He had been fo inftrumental in delivering his 
royal Mafter, by his conftant Attendance and faithful 
Services. But though ¢/is Dejign was fruftrated, the 
Parliament was too liberal in their Conceflions, as They 
foon fouud afterwards, and arm’d Him with more Pre- 
rogatives thao was confiftent with the Liberty of the 
Englijb Conftitution. Yet not contented with Thefe, 
He grafped at more; and finding Himfelf unable to 


fet up a difpenfing Power; but the Oppofition He met 
with obliged Him to defift. He fullied the Bench of 
Bifbops with a Set of temp:rizing Sycopbants, and filed 
the Courts of Fuftice with Men, who would bend the 
Laws to ferve any Purpofes. In fhort, He took mee 
large Strides towards ab/olute Power and was fulpected, 
at leaft, of inclining to Popery. But as He was more 
addiéted to his Pieafures than bigotted to any Reli- 
gion, fo He was a Man of too much Senfe not to find 
the Subverfion of our Conftitution impraéticable, and 
therefore wifely avoided driving Things to Extremity, 
however He might be privately pufh’d on to try the 
Experiment. Nay, He feem’d to be fenfible, at laft, 
that He had becn betray’d into wrong Meafures, and 
declar’d, in a Paffion, that if He lived Lut a Menth lon- 
ger, He would find a Way to make Himfelf eafy for the 
reft of bis Life; which Expreflion hath been thougi:t by 
— Perfons, and not without Reafon, to have halten’d 
his Death. 

King Fames the fecond mounted the Throne, upon his 
Brother’s Death, amidit the general Acclamations of his 
People ; and the fair Promifes He made Them, upon his 
Acceffion, of maintaining their Religion, Lawsand Liberties, 
feem’d to have extinguifh'd all their former Jealoufies and 
Apprehenfions from his Reign. But He did not allow them 
to enjoy this good Opinion of Him long; for one of 
his firft Aéts of regal Authority, in iffuing forth a Pro- 
clamation for Jewying the Cuftoms, which expired with 
bis Brother's Life, was not only a flat Contradiction 
to his Speech a fewe Days before, but a direét Viola- 
tion of one of the moft fundamental Parts of our Contti- 
tution, which provides that no Money fhall be raifed 
upon the Subjeét without Confent of Parliament. 47- 
gyle's and Monmouth’s Rebellions put a Stop to his far- 
ther Progrefs for fome Time; but as foon as They were 
fupprefs’d, and He fancied Himfelf feeurely fix'd on his 
Throne, He gave Himfelf an unbounded Scope, and 
openly fet upa Power to diipenfe with all our Laws 
and Liberties at once. 

Dr. Welewood'’s Remarkes on this terribe Crifis is very 
juft and affecting. 

« I¢ was not enough, /ays He, for King Fames to 
‘ afflume this di/penfing Power, and to a&t by it; but 
“ fuch was the Mijery and hard Fate of England, 
« that the Party about the King would have had us 
« believe, shat a Power in the King to difpenfe with 
« Laws, was Law. To maintain this moniirous Pofi- 
*¢ tion, there were not only mercenary Pens fet at work, 
“* but a Set of Judges found out, who, to their eternal 
«¢ Reproach, did all that was poffible for them to com- 
«« pfiment the King with the Liberties of their Country— 
«* Thus were We fallen under the greateft Misfortune, 
‘s that could poffibly happen to a Nation, to have our 
“* Laws and Confliitution trampled upon, under Colour 
“« of Laws and rhofe very Men, whole Office it was to 
“ fupport them, became now the Betrayers c/ inem to 
«+ the Will of the Prince. 

Fhe Nation, finding Themfelves on the very Brink 
of Deftruétion, naturally turn’d their Eyes on the Prince 
of Orange and implor’d his Affiftance in this defperate 
Conjunéture of Affairs. His Highne/s was too nearly 
concern’d in Intereft, as well as Inclination, to rejeé the 
Applications of a brave People, ftruggling for their Li- 
berties. He generoufly undertook their Deliverance, 
and accomplifh’d it with the fame Refolution and Pru- 
dence, which he had before diftingyifhed in the Defence 
of his own Country. The Steps to this glorious Under. 
taking and the wonderful Succefs of it are fo recent in 
Hiftory that it would be needlefe to explain them = It is 
fufficient to obferve, in general, that the Body of the No- 
bility, a Gentry, and Commonailty, nay even the 
Army it felt, concurr’d with Him in it; and as They 
owed the Prefervation of their Liberties, under God, 
to the feafonable Affiftance of this immortal Prince, fo 
They fixed the Crown, in Gratitude, upon his Head. 

But if the Revo/ution had been only a temporary Ble 
fing and extended no farther than the Age, in which it 
was accomplifhed, We fhould have but little Reafon to 
rejoyce at prefent in fuch a Tranfaction, and, this 
annual Commemoration of it would be only a folemn 
Mockery upon us. The Reafon of our Thank(giving, 
upon this Occafion, proceeds from the Benefits, which 
We oarfelves receive from the Revolution, and which We

dom. I hall begin with the Bi// of Rigéts, in which

It hath been often lamented by the be% Fricnds of the 
Revolution (and therefore, I hope I may mention it wi: 
out any [mputation of defigaing to blaken it) tha 
Declaration of Rights was far from being pertcét, or 
equate to the Occafion; and that it is rather an Ti px 
ment of the particular Mifconduét of King James 
fuch a general Affertion of our Liberties as the Naiu 
of our Cafe ty me and We had Reafon to eapect at 
that Junéture. Indeed,Mr. Eachard and Bifhop Burnet 
are both pleafed to infinuate that the Pritee of Or. we 
would not confent to any farther Limitations; but I im 
willing to think Them mifinformed in this Particular ; 
for the wife Provifions and Limitations, to which tHe 
afterwards confented in the 44 of Succe/fion are Full Proofs 
to me that the Happinefs and Liberty of this Nation 
were his chief Aim. By ‘Ais AZ it is <Aablithed, amore 
other ‘Things, that no Perion, who fill be reconciled 
to the Church of Rome, or marry a Papiff, is cipable of 
inheriting or wearing the Crown ; and the Pec ple are, in 
fuch a Cafe, abfolved from their Allegiance. Ie is lhe. 
wife provided, by the fame and another fublequent Aa 
that in Cafe the Crown fall come to any Per foi, net be- 
ing a Native of England, this Nation foall not /e obiioed 
to engage ina War for the Defence of Dominions, pot

fice, or Place of Truft, er bave a Grant of Lands, &9 
to Himfelf, er in Truft fr Him; that no Perfon, whe 
hath an Office or Place of Profit ander th: King, oF 
Penfion from the Criwn, foal ferve as a Member Pa the 
Hoje of Comrsons; that the Commiffions oS Fudges be 
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qorp din fe bese geTerint. and thbir Salaries 69 abtfb.d if] 
that no Parton, waiter the greatS$eal, bapiendtha ta an\ 
Terscach sent by the Conmons; and that all the Laws 
and Statuces, for securing the eftablifbed Relizion and the 
Rigcis aud hive ties of the Peoples be ratified and. con 

Some of thle Limitations have been fince repealed and 
others dijpen’d with, upox particular Occafions, by the 
Aathority ot Parliwrent, who are appointed the only 
Guardises and Confervators of this Efablifoment 5. but 
the Delign of the Rec ‘vtion and the Spirit, with which 
it w.s conductzd, are fullic.ently maniietted by thefe 
tes AG, wich may be propessy called the Bafis of 
our pre’ent hippy Con‘Utution. 

f wili theyefore conclude with onc Obfervation, upon 
the While ;-thatds all thefe Limitations of the Crown, 
wpor whict-the Pre“ervation of our Liberties abfolutely 
depends, ure referred to the Wifdom and Integrity of 
Parti iment, fo We ovght to be, at all ‘Times, upon 
our Giard, that this fered and f le Palladium of our 
Liberties be kept inviolete from any Attempt of fecret 
Corruption, as well as open Violence 5 for otherwife all the 
Hazards, which our Anceitors ran, and all the Treafure, 
which hath been experdei in accomplifhing and com- 
pleating Wis glorious Work, may be rendered not only 
inefeetuals' bat become the Means of rivetting thofe 
Fetters v9on us. from waich it was defigned to deliver us.
